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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 75-85 and 98-105 are currently pending in the instant application. Claims 
75-78, 80, 81 , 83, 84 and 103-105 are rejected, claims 79, 82 and 85 are objected and 
claims 98-102 are withdrawn from consideration. 

I. Remarks 

As stated in the Decision from Pre-Appeal Brief Review sent out on December 
16, 2009 and as discussed with the attorney Michael Krawzsenek on November 16, 
2009, the Examiner will reopen prosecution and the pending 102 rejection has been 
withdrawn. The pending new matter rejection has been amended to exclude claims 79, 
82 and 85 and the pending 112, second paragraph rejection of claims 75-78, 80, 81 , 83, 
84 and 103-105 has been maintained. 

Applicants are suggested to renumber the new claims 103-105 which were 
added in the amendment filed on December 19, 2008 so that they are numbered claims 
140-142, respectively. 

II. Rejection(s) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112, 1^* paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 75-78, 80, 81, 83, 84 and 103-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragrapli, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants have 
added the following limitation "wherein the polymer is a homopolymer comprising 

repeating monomers consisting of the following structure " in claim 75 but this 

limitation is not disclosed in the original specification and is considered new matter 
because the amendment introduces subject matter that is not supported by the original 
disclosure. The original specification does not disclose homopolymers which comprise 
repeating monomers selected from the structures in claim 75. Applicants are suggested 
to delete the added above limitation which is considered new matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, iP" paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 75-78, 80, 81, 83, 84 and 103-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 75-78, 80, 81 , 
83, 84 and 103-105 are drawn to "a polymer" comprising the reaction product of a 
compound selected from the group in claim 75. However, the specification fails to 
disclose all of the various types of monomer units that could be present in the polymer 
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and one of ordinary skill in the art does not know the metes and bounds of the claims. 
Therefore, the claims are indefinite. 

III. Objection 

Dependent Claim Objections 
Dependent Claims 79, 82 and 85 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected based claim. To overcome this objection. Applicant should rewrite said claims 
in an Independent form and include the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claim.
